-Tayloris an Englishman, 
and has resided in Raisin, where he 
owns @ farm containing 200 acres, for 
several years. - He has led the life of a 
miserly hermit, being unmarried and 
living alone. Some years ago,’ after 
having a fit, he was temporarily in- 
sane, but since that time he has been 
considered as sane as numberless men 
are. The present attack has been on 
him for about four days, and his 
friends attribute it to overwork in the 
heated harvest fields.

A Terrible Tramp. 


He Kills Twe Mem and Wounds Two 
Othors, and Creates a Panic in the 
Country. 


The telegraph of this morning gives 
the following account of a cold-blood- 
ed murder which was perpetrated near 
the little town of Gilson, Knox county: 

Qn Sunday a tramp entered the 
house of Charles Belden, at Gilson, 
this State. The family, on returning 
from church, found the house open. 
Search was made and the tramp found 
in a corn-field near by, who immedi- 
ately opened fire with a revolver, in- 
stantly killing Mr. Belden, mortally 
wounding Mr. Charles McCowen, and 
wounding James Packerel in the leg, 
also a boy named Koeter in the foot, 
which will have to be amputated. The 
whole populace is in arms and after 
him, yet without success. 

L. R. Wilder, a resident of Knox- 
ville, arrived 1n this city this merning 
in search of the murderer. Fle says 
‘the fellow is coming this way—as he 
was seen in the vicinity of Rio, Knox 
county, last evening. He is described 
as being of medium height—about five 
feet «ight inches—heavy set; broad, | 
aquare shoulders, ; dark or black curly 
hair;‘fuli dark beard; had on dark, 
Tibbed pants; dark brown coat; toes of 
shoes or boots boxed and ribbed ; boots 
or shees “run over.” 

Mr. Wilder says that on Friday or 
‘Saturday night of last week this same 
tramp-burglarized a gunshop in Elm- 
wood, : Peoria county, and carried off 
‘ix revolvers and one double-barreled 
breech-loading shotgun. He was fol- 
lowed te Gilson by the Deputy Sheriff, 
-and there can be no doubt but that 
‘this is‘ the same fellow who committed 
the murder, as he threw away a shot- 
gun after the shooting in the cornfield. 
Mr. ‘Wilder also gives a detailed 
account of the shooting affair. He 
#ays that Mr. Belden first approached 
‘the fellow in the cornfield. He was 
on horseback, and the tramp was walk- 
ing and dodging among the corn. Mr. 
B. commanded him to “halt.” He 
‘turned, and drawing a revolver, said: 
“Halt yourself, you of a 
and fired, the ball striking the horse 
in the neck and then entering Mr. B.'s 
head, kilfing him instantly. About 
this time!Packerel and the boy, Koeter, 
came up,‘both being mounted on one 
herse. They also commanded him to 
halt, but ‘he answered in the same way 
that he did Mr. Belden, and then fired 
kilfiag their horse. Before they could 
regain theirfeet he had shot them both, 
but their weunds are not fatal. Mr. 
Cowea‘then ran up and fired one shot 
at the tramp, which missed him. The 
fellow turned on him, and, again re- 

eating his answer to the demand to 
halt, sot him through the breast near 
the heart, frean the effects of which he 
died at 11 oelock yesterday. Every. 
shot fired by the tramp took effect.— 
Rock Island Argus.

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A Romancing Murderer.

There seems to be some excitement 
brewing in reference to the Owen 
county murderer, Richard Shuck, now 
in jail at Frankfort, and looking for- 
ward to his execution by hanging at 
Owenton, on Friday, the 27th inst., 
just a fortnight hence. I. learn that 
within a day or so past Shuck has 
written a letter to the jailer impli- 
cating as accomplices two other new 
and wholly unsuspected parties in the 
murder of Parrish, his father-in-law, 
the ‘crime for which he is soon to 
suffer. My informant, however, says 
this letter of Shuck’s is evidently a 
romance eut of whole cloth. - But the 
excitement said to be brewing is about 
another matter. Two reliable citizens 
inform me that intelligence has been 
received here from trustwerthy sources 
in Henry county, to the effect that an 
organization is in pregress in that and 
Owen county which is believed by the 
citizens to have for its object the res- 
cue and summary execution of Shuck 
while en route from Frankfort to 
Owenton, in order to prevent his mak- 
ing certain unpleasant disclosures, 
which they fear he will make at the 
last moment on the scaffold. 

The whole story, however, sounds 
very much like a canard, for the rea- 
son that Shuck has already told so 
many fibs in his pretended confessions 
that no one would believe anything he 
might say on the scaffold or anywhere 
else. Nevertheless, I send you the 
report as I get it from reliable citizens, 
so that if there should be anything in 
it the authorities may take means to 
prevent the rescue. 

It has been a disputed question 
whether a carrier-pigeon can fly as fast 
as a lightning express train, but the 
question has been decided in favor of 
the pigeon. The London Spectator of 
the 21st ult. has this account of the 
race between the train and pigeon: 

A very careful experiment—intended 
to test the speed of carrier-pigeons— 
was tried on Friday week. The bird, 
one of the homing pigeons known as 
“Belgian voyageurs,” was _ tossed 
through the window of a railway. car- 
riage as the express train with the Con- 
tinental mails left the Admiralty Pier 
at Dover. The train had been timed 
fo travel at sixty miles an hour, but 
the bird reached its home in Cannon 
street twenty minutes before the train. 
As it could only have shortened the 
distance by six miles, it had traveled 
at a pace of seventy-five milesan hour. 
The bird, when released from the rail- 
way carriage took nearly half a min- 
ute to discover its bearings, rising to 
an altitude of half a mile before it set 
off on its course—behaving, in fact, 
exactly as if it knew that by rising in 
the air it could see its home in Lon- 
don. The wind was westerly, and the 
bird carried an urgent communication 
from the French police.

Reno. ‘And just here we are reminded 
that the good Deacon of the Carson 
Tribune is in Reno, to give us young 
men more honest, disinterested and 
fatherly advice.

It is indeed stimulating to the mind 
to hear those fatherly words fall from 
the lips of the Deacon.

|money is in demand, and to. build a 


railroad: takes money. But this ques- 
tion arises: What do business men do 


to obtain, and trade. dull? Do they 
sit down and bewail the state of affairs, 
er with renewed -energy put their 
shoulder to the wheel of intelligent 
business enterprise, and move business 
into asmany channels as will bring 
profitable returns. It is such times as 
these that cause men to act and dum- 
mies to pine. “If trade drags, where 
and how can we improve it?” is what 
the energetic business man says. A 
ease in hand: Mr. John Sun- 
derland says, “My business is drag- 
ging; where is my remedy?” A few 
days afterward he was in several of 
our northern towns—at considerable 
expense, to be sure—but he came back 
and said: “I have s6ld ‘several hun- 
dred dollars worth of goods, and I 
expect to sell $12,000 worth in those 
counties this year,” The Truckee 
lumbermen say: “We must sell our 
wood and lumber. We must have a 
market, and Virginia City is a large 
market for our supplies. . It is not un- 
limited, as the Hnterprise would make 
us say, but it is beyond question a 
good market.” There is but-one way 
of reaching it, and that is by another 
railroad. They canvassed the question 
for weeks, and come to the conclusion 
that the project is feasible, and the 
direct road from Reno must be built. 
They ask Reno, which, as everyone 
knows, would’ be grextly benefitted by 
this road, “How much will you give 
toward the move?” and it is‘now an 
important question for our citizens to 
determine how; much stock they will 
take, the presumption being that the 
road will be constructed. We do not 
know what the road will cost, nor is

is a serious question, however, with 
all the interests to be opposed and the 
amount of stupidity to be partially 
overcome, whether the requisite 
amount of stock. will be‘taken to pro- 
ceed within a.few months with the 
construction of the road.

A Plea for Our Trees. 


Under the above heading Dr. 
Oswald writes a very fine article for 
the August number of the Popular 
Science: Monthly, in which he says 
many things which we deem of inter- 
est to our readers. We cannot quote 
except in a few instances, as we have 
not the space, but merely give a few 
of his ideas, the results of many years 
of study and investigation. ’ 

He says woods in the first place are 
the water reservoirs of Nature, and 
hold in the, network of their roots 
and their moss carpet the moisture 
which is intended to supply our water 
courses in the season of midsummer 
heat. One acre of full grown beech 
trees absorbs and dispenses as much 
humidity as. twenty acres of grapé 
vines and tobacco and more than two 
hundred. acres of ‘cereals. Forests 
produce rain and moderate the ex- 
tremes of heat and cold. . Our woods 
are also the home and shelter of those 
best friends of man, the insectiverous 
birds. - Our locust swarms devastated 
the “‘Great West,” i. e. the treeless 
expanse between the Mississippi and 
Rocky Mountains, but spared the 
woodlands of the Alleghanies and the 
timber regions of the Pacific. slope. 
The exhilarating influence of a wood- 
land excursion is not altogether due 
to scenic effects and imagination. 
Forests exhale oxygen, the life air of 
flames and animal lungs, and absorb 
or neutralize a variety of noxious 
gases. Scirrhous affections of the 
skin and other diseases disappear un- 
der the disinfecting influence of for- 
est alr. 

Southern Europe and Northern 
Africa have greatly suffered from the 
effects of cutting down those grand 
forests which once lined the shores of 
the Mediterranean. Southern Spain 
now has about one-tenth of the pop- 
ulation that once made her a leading 
nation of Europe. Tripoli once sup- 
ported a population of 6,000,000 and 
possessed a temperate climate. Now

On-the morn 
ing of the 9th inst., an Indian was shot 
while going after horses. The fight 
was then opened on both sides, and 
continued very severe for several hours. 
Finally, Col. Gibbon’s command was 
driven from its position and his sup- 
plies cut off. He had im his command 
182 men, and lost about half of them 
in the engagement. The Indian loss 
is about 100. Capt. Logan and Lieu- 
tenant Bradley were killed.

Gibbon and several Captains and 
Lieutenants were wounded. Col. Gib- 
bon has sent for prompt supplies and 
medical aid. Gov. Potts, of Montana, 
is as promptly filling his orders. Gen. 
Howard is making forced marches 
with 500 men to effect a junction with 
Gen. Gibbon. Both commands have 
united by this time, as a junction was 
calculated upon: by the 11th inst. 
Joseph, with his band of Nez Perces, 
fought with desperation and out- 
numbered our troops, but the boys 
fought bravely.

Justices’ Courr. — Mrs. Maggie TAXABLE PROPERTY.—On Thurrsday 
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| New Indian Policy. 


President Hayes is inclined to give 
the Indians into the hands of experi- 
enced army officers, and do away with 
the peace policy adopted by General 
Grant in 1868. Mr. Mills, of .Can- 
ada, clearly explained to the President 
the methods employed by the Cana- 
dian Government in their dealings 
with their Indians. The President 
was most favorably impressed with 
the Englishman’s plans, and has re- 
solved to try the old experiment in 
the United States. 

The advantages claimed for mili- 
tary rule are that army. posts must be 
maintained at all the leading agencies, 
and that it will not cost the’ Govern- 
ment any more to keep this force in 
idleness than it will when they are at 
work caring for and controlling the 
Indians on the Government reserva- 
tions, and that experienced military 
men are better agents than clergymen 
or ‘‘good members’ of the church. 
The Peace Policy advocates assert that 
the Indians should be Christianized 
and taught useful trades, etc., which 
has never yet been done by the army, 
and that the expense of caring for the 
Indians by the Peace Policy is less 
than when the army had charge of 
{ndian affairs. We have personal 
knowledge of a prominent illustration 
of the advantages of the Peace Pol- 
icy; but the case isan exceptional one 
perhaps. Itis further claimed that 
the soldiers enlisted in time of peace, 
have a demoralizing effect upon Indian 
virtue. This is only partially true, 
for they cannot be worse than “‘squaw- 
men” who hover around every Indian 
reservation. Many of the Indians new 
being provided for by the United 
States, should be made to care for 
themselves. The reasons for provid- 
ing for the Indians do not exist now 
as they. did 50 years ago. A politi- 
eal question arises in this connection: 
Why should a Government foster that 
which has proved and will always re- 
main a hindrance to its prosperity ? 
The Indians of the United States can 
never assume our civilization. This 
has been proved by over 250 years 
trial. They are a low race, and when 
we stoop to raise them up tv an 
unnatural plane, we lower ourselves, 
and do them, in the main, an injury. 
Sociological law can not be forced in 
its operations. Let the savages do as 
the rest of mankind—care for them- 
selves. When they commit any dep- 
redations, severely punish them, as 
they would us, taking our methods, of 
course, for inflicting this punishment. 
We have an illy-founded sympathy for 
the red man. We can not help the 
injustice done to them in the past, nor 
the personal wrongs of the present, 
We should let them plainly under- 
¢tand that we are masters of the situ- 
ation, and cease the impolitic practice 
of softly treating a natural foe. 

| Let the natural law of the survival 
of the fittest fully apply, nor suffer a 
maudlin sympathy to interfere with 
its just operations.

Although so much has been pub- 
lished about the character, habits and 
peculiarities of elephants, there is 
much controversy upon some points, 
and a great many interesting facts,.es- 
pecially in connection with their 
young, that have been ignored. The 
period of gestation, the affection of 
mother and offspring, and the mode 
of suckling the young, have all been 
elaborately discussed and widely dis- 
agreed about. . Of the first, we be- 
lieve that it is being generally admit- 
ted that the statement of Mr. Corse, 
who for many. years had charge of the 
elephants of the East India Company, 
are. correct. He says the period is 


twenty months and eighteen days. At 


birth the elephant is about twenty-five 
inches high; the first year it grows 
about eleven inches, and from the 
second to the seyenth year the growth 
runs from eight Inches to two and a 
half inches per year, growing less as it 
grows older; and at about twenty-five 
years old they cease to grow. 

It seems singular the mode of suck- 
ing the young should have been so 
long in dispute. Many able writers 
on natural history, among them, Houel, 
Perrault and Buffon, who have especi- 
ally written of the elephant, claim that 
the young elephant sucks the mother 
with the trunk. This is a mistake, but 
so peculiar are the habits of the ele- 
phant that the question could not be 
easily settled. The truth is, however,

speed, with the Sheriff, who followed 
him almost instantaneously, close 
upon his heels. The night was dark, 
and the Sheriff kept the fleet-footed 


fugitive in sight with some difficulty.

Future Great Cattle Ranges. 


The Black Hills Pioneer says: ‘‘The 
subjugation of. the Sioux Indians 
opens up to occupancy the finest 
stock ranges of the continent, and 
the enterprising stock raisers of the 
country have already moved toward 
utilizing them. Montana, the now 
settled portion of it, is admitted to be 
the best stock range at present occu- 
pied, and the ranchmen there all agree 
that the unsettled portions of the 
easterly part of the territory—that is, 
the main Yellowstone valley, the 
Rosebud, Big Horn and Clark’s Fork 
valleys—are altogether superior as 
grazing ranges to the Madison and 
Gallatin valleys, in which thousands 
of head of cattle are being subsisted. 
Many Montana ranchmen have moved 
over and located ranches on the Yel- 


lowstone, and some on the Rosebud 


and Clark’s fork. These. advancing 
settlements to the eastward are rap- 
idly moving this way, and will shortly 
reach the advance settlements to the 
westward from the Black Hills. We 
believe that by this time next year 
it will be possible to set out on 
horseback from Deadwood City and 
travel to the Yellowstone river, stop- 
ping at a ranch every night. The 
ereater portion of. the intervening 
country is pastoral in character, with 
here and there some agricultural dis- 
tricts. It will in a very few years be 
thickly settled, and be covered with 
all the embellishments of civilization.”
